The TEANSCKIPT last week the report of 
the interviews on the license question 
which your representative 
held with 


some of the citizens of this town, my at- 
tention was arrested by the statement of 
one of the saloon keepers. 
The state- 


ment reads: "There is much less drunk- 
enness in town than formerly, and a 
great reduction in the number of arrests 
for drunkenness over former years." 


The opposing sides can hardly con- 


vince one another on the first part of this 
statement by itself, but the police court 
records are indisputable facts as to the 
second part. We can not yet make a 
fair comparison by years, because the 
saloons have been running only nine 
months. 
The number of arrests for 


drunkenness from June 1, 1894, to March 
1,1895, was twenty-six, while from June 
1, 1895, (a few days before the saloons 
started) to March 1, 1896, the number of 
arrests was fifty-eight, or more than 
twice as many with the saloons here as 
without them. 
The year previous to 


these two show an even fewer number 
of arrests than for the first are given 
above.

grown since the supply has become so 
handy. 
If the saloons are allowed to 


continue,

charity contained many incidents that 
would require large space in which to 
report them in 
full. 
They were the 


experiences of the lecturer and served 
admirably to illustrate his suggestions. 
"Suggestions" he termed most of what 
he said. In the beginning, after he had 
conformed to the usual courtesy of thank- 
ing the people for requesting him to come 
and talk to them, he was careful to state 
that the system of charities that united 
Boston might not suit North Adams. He 
said the fir:<t organization of charities 
began in London about 18G9. 
It had been 


found that in spite of the vast sums of 
money reaching to 
millions annually, 


that had been given in charity, pauperism 
was increasing. The idea of organizing 
reached this country soon after the first 
experiment in England and now over 100 
cities in the United States have such 
organizations. The movement began in 
Boston about 1S7S and the relief societies 
then in existence joined almost without 
an exception. In the lirst charter for the 
organization there was a clauss to the 
effect that the association might raise 
money and have a fund of its own. This 
clause was offered and was stricken out. 
No money has ever been raised by the 
association. 
The organization is for 


relief only. This shocked many, but it 
compelled the association to do a work 
that is infinitely of more importance than 
mere alms giving. A friend asked Mr. 
Paine why he joined such a society and 
he answered him in three minutes by 
telling him about his first case which was 
that of a family in need through the 
inability of the father to work because ot 
an injured leg and all Mr. Paine did was 
to send the man to the doctor until he 
got well—he gave no alms. The friend 
was convinced of the usefulness of the 
association and became a supporter of it. 


The next incident Mr. Paine related 


was the buying of a bag of flour for a. 
needy family and the husband coming in 
from the ruin shop near by and selling 
the flour for 90 cents for drink. He won- 
dered if there were any paupers here and 
H there were any rum shops in which the 
father could spend the price of his child- 
ren's flour. There ought to be none, he 
said. 


Mr. Paine gave testimony to prove that 


the giving of indiscriminate alms by over- 
seers of the poor had no good results and 
almost always attended the stopping of 
the practice. He instanced Brooklyn, N. 
Y., where a few years ago out-door relief 
was stopped because it was found illegal, 
and the stopping, though in the middle 
of winter, did not increase the distress 
nor crowd the almshouses. 


In speaking of the method of the Asso- 


ciated charities Mr. Paine said the lirst 
thing done in Boston after the organiza- 
tion was the beginning of a system of 
registration. 
Al) the information pos- 


sible was obtained about those who were 
in the habit of begging. 
Now almost 


every person securing relief is registered 
and the society has his or her biography. 
In that way fraud is guarded against. 


The second part of the work was get- 


ting a corps of friendly visitors. In Boston 
at present there are 1,000 such visitors. 
The work of the friendly visitor is the life- j 
of the whole movement. She brings into! 
direct relationship the well-to-do and i 
those in distress. 
It is ulf very wtll to ' 


build mills, but the running of li;e is 
worthy of the best efforts of the best men. ! 
If we are to let life be poisioned at its 
source we might as well give up civilisa- 
tion. 


Mr. Paine spoke of the work the agents 


of the charities are doing in finding em- 
ployment for the children of destitute 
families. 
He showed the relation the 


friendly visitor bears to the agent, only 
that of informing the agent. Visitors 
hold conferences that they may exchange 
ideas. Mr. Paine is not yet ready to ac- 
cept the theory that cities should abandon 
out-door relief. 
The over-seers of the 
poor should be co-operated with. 
At the close of Mr. Paine's address Mr. 
'fenny asked him if it would be well to 
have the over-seer of the lodging house 
as agent of such charitable work, and 
Mr. Paine could see no objection to it. 
In answer to Mr. Allen, Mr. Paine said it 
would be good to establish a corps of f un- 
fra.1 visitors here if nothing else were 
done.

doing business seems to be to <lo it the 
easiest and quickest way pnssitilc to get 
away from the office. 


We have a fine iron bridge at the depot, 


but its beauty and service are impaucd by 
the selectmen permitting tbt: trolley road 
to lay its tracks across it, and no\v it is 
hinted that if the electric road is not per- 
mitted to avail itself of a. portion of the 
west bide the company will not remove 
their rails from their position without a 
struggle, this entailing upon the town 
more useless expense to remove them by 
law, or else relinquish needlessly part of 
the rights to a valuable bridge. 


The tax-payers should rouse up and 


make a clean sweep and put in charge 
capable and successful business mea. The 
taxes last year were $17, plus the Jo dis- 
trict tax in the village, and judging from 
some of the articles in the warrant 
tbij j¥ai if acted upon as usual, and 
the judgments on account ol damages 
against the town, they will far exceed the 
rate of last year.

Unless the rate of taxation recedes in- 
stead of increases there will be no more 
fine houses built by city people and those 
now hare will be allowed to run down 
and will be sold for what they will bring, 
and the owners like many a resident will 
be only too glad to leave a town managed 
with so short-sighted and bad a policy.

He Snji the Old Riding Habit Must Go 


and Calls It an Old Fashioned, Out at 
Date Monstrosity Which the New Woman 
Is DincardtaK.

"Both sides 1" is tho answer to the 


question, "On which side of a horse 
should a woman ride?" 


"How well they ride, and how well 


they look 1" 


So I exclaim as I sit smoking on the 


veranda of the hotel in Hot Springs, S. 
D., and see the women, both young and 
old, go by on horseback, riding astride 
like the men. I am a tenderfoot from 
the east, and the novelty of tho sight at- 


A Useful Paper Rack. 


A paper rack that is at once useful 


and ornamental is an object always in 
demand. 
Too often they are foolish, 


pretty trifles that fail entirely to render 
the service for which they claim to ex- 
ist. 
The oae from which this drawing 


was made hangs upon the wall of ;i 
bachelor's den and keeps his papers con- 
veniently in place. 


To make one like it cut a piece of 


heavy cardboard 21 inches long by 15 
wide and shape the top as the illustra- 
tion indicate:!. 
Then cover it neatly 


with plain (kill; toned silk, such as olivo 
or dark blue. 


When that is done, bny two yards ami 


a quarter of heavy Persian ribbon four 
inches wide and join tho two ends to (ha 
lower edge of tho covered board, leaving 
a space of three inches between the two. 
Fold the ribbon midway of its length, 
sew it firmly and attach a tnfio of cord 
the shade of the braid by which to haag 
it to the wall. 


Lay the ribbons np over the board a 


little loosely, so as to leave room for 
the papers and to form a commodious 
sack and sew thorn fast at the points 
indicated. Over these points pass ttrips 
of the cord, winch in turn make quito 
firm and secure, and with that lafct step 
your work will be complete. 


The Persian ribbon gives a peculiarly 


rich oriental effect to tho whole and is 
undoubtedly the best material that can 
bo used, but it is open to tho objection 
of cost. Strips of embroidery lined with 
silk and interlined with stiffening aro 
perhaps equally effective, but they en- 
tail vastly more work. 
The revived 


craze for cross stitch embroidery upon 
canvas suggests that sort of work for the 
strips, and it could unquestionably bo 
made extremely decorative. Almost any 
handsome material suitable to cutting 
in strips could in fact be used. Which is 
best is dependent upon the special case, 
only, as previously stated, the Persian 
ribbon can be relied on wherever tho 
cost is not too groat

But that is because 
I am a conventional old fogy, hopelessly 
behind the times iu the progressive west, 
where everybody rides and tho women 
know how to rido as well as tho men. 


That is something they never learned 


[ to do till they let tho old riding habit 


go and got into tlia new habit of riding 
as they ought to. 


It is Saturday afternoon in Hot 


Springs, nnd the principal 
street is 


throuced with town folks and country 
folks. Some walk, and some drive, but 
most of them nde. Here comes a couple 
of tho best riders in the world, in from 


I the stock range, swinging along at an 


easy hand gnllop, man and horso oue. 
They personify the poetry of motion, in 
ease, grace, speed, strength and safety. 


[ A moment more and they are out of 


sight. Here come two more of them— 
but, no! .As theso sweep by like a breeze 
I perceive they are two girls, riding 
astride liko tho men, and, lika tho men, 
riding wilh ease, grace, speed, strength 
and safety. This is the first tuno I have 
leen anything of the sort, and I watch 
them till they are outof sight. But that 
is because I am an old fashioned tender- 
foot. Nobody else notices them; nobody 
tnrn» the head to look at them ; nobody 
Bays anything. And why? Because it is 
fashionable iu Hot Springs, and in a 
good many other parts of the west, for 
women to ride sensibly and dress sensi- 
bly for that purpose. 


Fancy tho sensation of snch a specta- 


cle in New York'—if some woman should 
come cantering along Fifth avenue on 
both sides of a horse! But why not so 
on a horso as well as on a bicycle? The 
only reason is that women can ride a 
horse sidewise, bnt cannot postibly cy- 
cle in such an awkwa/d and ridiculous 
manner. That is simply thanks to the 
horse, which can stand up under what 
tho machine cannot bear, but it is no 
credit to the rider. 


Who turns the head now to take a 


look at the flying wheels and heels of 
the woman cyclist? Nobody. And just 
as soon as the new equestrienne appears 
in the east she will find she has the 
right of way. The wheel, by a mechan- 
ical paradox, has proved to be the enter- 
ing wedge, -with power to split conven- 
tional prejudice. If a few sensible city 
women w:U mount horses as they now 
do bicycles, they will soon find them- 
selves fashionable leaders of a much 
needed reform.' The period of probation 
would bo too brief to try their iiorves 
ranch, and the triumph would be com- 
plete. The men would tumble 10 it aft- 
er a brief stare, because women look so 
well riding astride. The women would 
take tn it naturally if for no other rea- 
son, and those who now rido the wheel 
wonld not even have to bny a new dress, 
because tho cycling costnmn would an- 
swer just the purpose. 


The new equestrienne makes tho 


strongest possible plea for woman's right 
to use her lower limbs and clotho them 
to suit her purposes. 
Why she should 


Bvrnthe thorn together for walking, aud 
for riding swaddle them in something 
like her original baby slip on a large 
scale, are things no fellow can find out 
or woman either. There is no reason 
why a woman should sit askew and 
aslant on a horse except that some wom- 
en have been forced to do so for somo 
time in some countries, of which ours is 
one. There is every reasan why a wom- 
an should sit squarely on a horse's back 
and hold on with her knees, tho way 
men do. In many or most countries they 
have always done so and do so still. It 
is the natural way to ride. 
Thero is 


nothing whatever in the difference be- 
tween a man's and a woman's figure to 
account for the nwkward, uncomforta- 
ble, 
ungraceful, unsafe and even peril- 


ous fashion in which our women are 
now forced to ride. They must be good 
natural riders not to come to grief often- 
er than they do. If there be any differ- 
ence between men and women in con- 
formity with a horse's back, it is decid- 
edly in favor of the female figure. 


She can take if anything a better seat 


(ban a man and get a better grip on 
the horse's sides. She seems hotter built 
for that than a man, whose shoulders 
are broader and hips narrower in propor- 
tion. His seat is naturally less secure; 
he is top heavy, and his equilibrium is 
less stable. What fine riders astride wo- 
men naturally are is shown iu some 
countries where men ride races for their 
prospective brides, who need not be 
caught unless they want to be. 


I Jately rode with a lady who rode as 


I did. She was a good horsewoman in 
the old way, and tried the new way for 
the first time on this occasion. She said 


she never knew what riding was before, 
for comfort and security, and she cer- 
tainly looked well. 


If the horse could have his say in this 


matter, I fancy his enthusiasm on the 
subject would be great. A horse hates a 
sidesaddle because it hurts him, and is 
naturally afraid of long skirts because 
ho does not understand theuo. Women 
are said to be harder on horses than, 
men. It is true; ask any liveryman. 
Bat that is mainly because they ride 
asfcaw and aslant, with their legs twist- 
ed awkwardly to ono side, and nothing 
in their position that fits a horse's back 
and ribs. The saddle pulls and drags 
and galls the hone. It is likely to turn 
if it be not cinched so tight that the 
poor animal cannot breathe comfortably. 
It is as bad for the horse as corsets for the 
woman. A sidesaddle is an abomination. 
Its proper place is neither under a wom- 
an nor over a horse, bnt in a museum of 
mediaeval machines like the thumb- 
screw, the boot, tho wheel, the rack and 
the scavenger's datjghter. 
The sidesad- 


dle must go.with otliei- bad riding habits. 


Some fair reader may think: "This is 


all well enough when I am on the horse, 
but how about getting on, and especially 
getting off again? Wouldn't it be aw- 
ful?" No, certainly not half so awful as 
the performance in which you are now 
a star actress with a full stock company 
for the benefit of the whole neighbor- 
hood. Yon appear in your stovepipe hat 
and tight waist, holding up your black 
baby slip with both hands. Somebody 
is holding your horse by the head and 
punching him in the stomach to make 
him stand up close to a chair, which, 
very likely, he refuses to do by about a 
yard. Then somebody else comes to your 
assistance and gets you in his arms more 
awkwardly than on some other occa- 
sions, not knowing exactly what to do 
next, and you give a gasp, and a gulp, 
and a jump, and he gives a heave, and 
if these things are simultaneous enough 
you are dumped half way on tho side of 
the horse, with your skirts hitched so 
tight you can get no farther. Then you 
wriggle and hunch yourself about till 
you manage to get your right knee over 
the pommel, but cannot fiud the stirrup 
for your left foot. Then ho fumbles fool- 
ishly about tho mysterious folds of your 
drapery till ho finds the stirrup and the 
foot and sticks them together. 
Then 


somebody hands you your whip, and 
somebody else puts tho bridle in your 
hands.

MORE WARSHIPS ARE CONTEMPLATED 


The Number Xnt Yet Decided Upon, Mem- 


tiers cif tho Committee Differing. 


Principal Provisions of tUo BUI 


aa It Now Stands. 


Washing-ton, March 11.—The house 


committee.' on naval affairs has still un- 
der consideration the naval appropria- 
tion bill. 
While the Measure lus not 


boon completed, enough of its provi- 
sions ure known to Rive an abstract ot 
it. approximating the shape in which 
it will be presented to the house. Tho 
important question of increasing the 
navy has not yet bee-j agreed upon, hut 
it is quite certain that a number of 
battleships and torpedo boats will be 
authorized. Members of the commit- 
tee differ as to what this increase will 
be. tiome favor si:: battleships and fif- 
teen torpedo boats, while others want 
four battleships and fi'om twenty to 
thirty torpedo boats. The bill will 
carry an appropriation outside of any 
authorised increase in the navy of 
about $2$,500,000. As the bill now 
stands its principal provisions aro as 
follows:

men and marines, 81,305,000; preserva-

Albany, March 11.—The success of 


the advocates of the Raines liquor tax 
bill in forcing the measure through the 
senate last night under cloture rule 
will undoubtedly be followed by its 
passage in the assembly next Friday, 
the plan now agreed upon by the re- 
publican majority. 
No amendments, 


it is understood, are to be allowed, and 
the bill will probably reach the .gover- 
nor for signature on Saturday, with- 
out any change from its present shape. 
The final discussion on the measure in 
the senate was very animated at times. 
When Senator Lexow had closed his 
speech in defense of the bill Senator 
Ellsworth said he proposed to move to 
close the debate. 
Senators Cantor and 


Gray sought recognition. Senator Ells- 
worth said that full debate had been 
allowed. 
Amendments were offered 


by Senator Guy providing that special 
deputies reside in the lojcality in which 
they serve, and that the 23d and 24th 
wards of New York city be considered 
a town. 


All Amendments Toted Down. 


Debate was closed by a vote of 34 to 


14, the democrats in tha negative. 
Senator Cantor's amendment that the 
cities retain the whole tax was lost— 
18 to 31. A vote was taken on Senator 
Cantor's amendment that separate beer 
and wine licenses be issued. Lost, 30 
to 17, Coggeshall, G. A. Davis and 
Pavey with the democrats. Senator 
Guy's amendment to designate tho 23d 
and 24th wards of New York to come 
under the town license fees was lost 
viva voce. Senator Guy's amendment 
that the deputies be residents of the 
localities in which they serve, was lost 
—35 to 15, Senator Pavey with the 
democrats; Copgenholl not voting. An 
amendment offered by Senator McCar- 
ren, allowing all night licenses for 
places of amusement at an additional 
charge of $150, was lost—32 to 14, Sie 
bert voting with the democrats, Cog- 
geshall, Guy and Wiemanu not voting. 
Another amendment of Senator Mc- 
Carren's providing that clubs be not 
licensed, was lost—14 to 35. Senator 
Cantor moved to refer the bill back to 
the committee with instructions to 
strike out the enact clause. Lost, 18 
to 31.

The final reading of the bill was 


then had and roil call ordered. The 
senators each had five minutes to ex- 
plain their votes. ''Senator Ahearn 
said the bill discriminated in favor of 
the rich against the poor. The people 
would repay the republicans next fall. 
Senator McNulty spoke, saying the 
most obnoxious element of the bill was 
that 1,200 saloons in Brooklyn would 
go out of business, causing a loss of 
much money. At 8.15 p. m., the bill 
was passed by a vote of 31 to 18. G. A. 
Davie, Favey, Coggeshall and Siebert 
voted with the fourteen democratic 
senators in the negative.

Wicman, republican, of Brooklyn was 
absent.

A 
big load of groceries and merchandise 
was not molested. Whipple was single 
and about 30 years of ag*.

That His Conduct Is Unbecoming;. 


Washington, March 11.—One ot the 


principal speeches in the senate to-day 
will be delivered by Mr. Hoar, rep., 
Mass., on his motion to postpone fur- 
ther consideration of the conference 
report on the Cuban resolutions until 
April B and to direct the committee on 
foreign relations to report in the mean- 
time the lacts on which the resolutions 
were justified. T.he action of the Span- 
ish minister in correcting or qualify- 
ing, through the public press, state- 
ments made in the seriate on the sub- 
ject of the war in Cuba, and particu- 
larly on the subject of Gen. Weyler's 
purposes and character, was made tha 
ground %vork of a question of personal 
P"ivilege by Senator Lodge, rep., 
Mass. The Massachusetts senator pro- 
tested against any diplomatic repre- 
sentative using the newspapers o£ the 
United fntatcs to criticise senators for 
words spoken iu debate, and intimated 


I that in any other country a foreign 
| minister, who should lie guilty of such 


a violation of propriety, would be sent 
home. 
Mr. Do Lome's action was
